■ A proposal to isolate the Negro would have created little surprise 
before 1861. but it cannot meet with approval in the enlightened era 
uf today. It is unjust movements of this character that keep race 
hatred aflame. They do neither the whites nor the blacks any good 

The Negro is a part of the United States. He has shouldered his 
rifle at the call of his country", and he will do so again if the occasion 
arises. In this persecuted race there are good as well as bad. The bad 
are, and should be. punished, but.. those who strive to make good citi 
zens should not be constantly harassed. 

The segregation moverniaj in St. Loois will, and should, of course 
fail, but the feeling that it engenders will require years to erase. If 
the whites were to lend a helping hand instead of to persistently abuse 
and offend, the Negroes who violate taws would rapidly decrease. 

Abraham Lincoln, undoubtedly the greatest American, either 
living or dead, argued against slavery. What he-*aid in opposition 
to slavery is an. argument against segregation. The ^roiLowiii*, pas- 
sages were taken from Lincoln's speeches: """^V. 

"No tun is good. enough to govern another man wlthoutthat 
other's eansent." 

"When the, white man governs himself that is self-government, 
but when he govern himself and also governs another man that ia 
more than self-government— that is despotism" 

"Thia government cannot endure parmaaentlv half slave and 
half free," 

"I have always thought that all men should be free, bat if it 
should be, first, those who desire it for themselves, and, secondly 
those who desire it for others." 

"Let n hare faith that right make* might, and in that filth let 
as dare to da «W *»** sa we understand H." 

"Public sentiment is everything. With public sentiment noth- 
ing can fail ; without it nothing can ssilipl Conaoqaantlr. he who 
molds pablic sentiment goes deeper then he who enacts statutes or 
pronounces decisions. He makes statutes suit decision possible or 
impossible to be exeested."

The Baltimore Segregation -Law has 
clTwtnally put a atop to the purchase 
of property by Negroes in any other 
iH-cliona of the city' titan la thoaa when 
Xegroea lived or owned hopse* prior 
to iti enactment. In tha block* wholly 
"colored" or "mired" (and the J,t- 
ler are eaempt from the operations of 
the law), it haa had if,., effect of ereat- 
Ing an unusual demand, with a eonae- 
ita»>tl-ia*rea*e nt-nrieec, etther for ftp 
or purebaa.'. In eurh blocks it la of 
thp rareit Mcurrenci- to sea 'a vaeaat 
houie, whereas ia the contiguous 
"white" blocks, numberless booses 
■land idle and untenanted, because Col- 
ored people, under the law, an pro- 
htbiti-d from orcopying them, and white 
people will not rent or bny them. It 
haa created a flctitiona valuation on the 
property ia (he "colored" or "mixed" 
blocks to. the temporary gain of the 
property holders in those sections, and 
it has leaaened vsluet in the contiguous 
"white" slash*, to thn grrst loss, 11- 
usaeially, of the ownen of property 
therein. 

Rentals for Negroes have iaereaaed 
in soma instances aa much as flftr per 
cent, and for this reason, the law i, 
working a hardship on many of those 
who are the least able to stand it. 
White owners »re poeketiag losaes all 
over town iu auch blocks as I have 
mentioned. 

The'teet case now awaiting decision 
by our court of appeals arose over a 
house, the front of which Is in 
I bloek, but tha oulj entrance ts 
on the aide and in a block wholly col- 
ored. The house was numbered on the 
reel fronting it. The house stood 
1e for some time because no white 
trson would rent it, opening as it does 
a colored block, and for a long time, 
i colored man tared to risk arrest by 
(tving into it, fscing as it does, a 
hite block. Finally a colored man 
sought to buy It, paid a small deposit 
on account, moved in. and then wss 
arrested for violating the law. Ha gave 
bond, remained in the hoase for eight 
months, was unable to perfect the pur- 
ebaae because of the pernicious activity 
of hi* white neighbors in preventing 
bis seen ring a needed mortgage loan, 
refused to pay real, and afterward va- 
eated only when assured that the own- 
er, a white widow, was unable to stand 
further losses. 

It ass done untold ham) to the realty 
market in thia city. '
